EL HAFIR CAPTURED BY THE AN- 
GLO-EGYPTIAN ARMY. 


DERVISHES WERE ROUTED. 


Kerma Occupied by the Invaders After 
Sharp Fighting With Small Loss 
to the British.

CAIRO, Sept. 19.—Advices just received 
from Kerma are to the effect that El Hafir 
has been captured by the Anglo-Egyptian 
forces. 


KERMA, ON THE NILE, Sept. 19.—The 
Anglo-Egyptian expedition occupied Kerma 
this morning and is now only thirty miles 
from Dongola. At about 7 o’clock this 
morning news reached the expedition that 
the. Dervishes alarmed had deserted the 
position in front of the Anglo-Egyptian 
army. 

A party of seven Dervishes crossed the 
river at 7:30 a. m., and the artillery com- 
manded by Young opened fire against the 
west bank, where the Dervishes were in 
force with camel, foot, cavalry, armed 
sailing boats and one armed steamer. The 
fire was excellently aimed and compelled 
therh to leave their positions and boats. 

In the meantime, three of the Anglo-Egyp- 
tion gunboats hove in sight, steaming slow- 
ly towards the Dervish camp and firing 
rockets, nine pounders and Maxims. 

The Dervishes replied with the fire of two 
seven-pounders, one of which was quickly 
silenced by the Anglo-Egyptian horse bat- 
teries. Commander Colville of the British 
navy, on the river gunboat Tamai, pressed 
forward and was suddenly subjected to a 
very hot fire from Dervish rifiemen hidden 
in pits. Commander Colville received a 
slight wound in his right wrist, and re- 
tired slowly out of the enemy’s range in 
order to use his Maxim guns with more 
effect which he subsequently did. 

The Anglo-Egyptian side of the river was 
then engaged, a few companies opening 
fire, and as they did so a field battery, of 
the British artillery, which had taken up 
a suitable position further north, followed. 

Both of the Anglo-Egyptian battertes di- 
rected their fire on the enemy’s fort where 
@ second of their pounders had been 
placed. Three successive shells from 
Young’s battery fell right Inside the fort. 
The Dervish loss must have been consid- 
erable. 

All the while the gunboats kept up a 
fierce firing. At one time they advanced 
past the enemy’s entrenched position, re- 
plying to the Dervish fire with a rapid Max- 
im discharge. 

The Sirdar, Sir William Kitchener, and 
staff, who were watching the proceedings 
from the east bank, saw three gunboats 
force their way past the Dervish fort. Be- 
fore finally forcing the passage the cavalry, 
infantry and the Maxim batteries took up 
new positions, only 2,200 yards away from 
the Dervishes, and poured a heavy fire into 
the boats of the enemy. These boats the 
Dervishes attempted zo take with them in 
their retreat. While covered by an attack 
on the Dervish fortifications, the Anglo- 
Egyptian gunboats and steamers moved 
steadily past. These boats are now steam- 
ing as fast as possible in the direction of 
Dongola, 

During the fire upon the Dervish boats 
the Anglo-Egyptian field battery succeeded 
in sinking the Dervish steamer. When the 
shot struck the steamboat of the enemy the 
boat overturned. The Dervishes retreated 
in a northeasterly direction. Nothing ¢s 
known of their movements. All the future 
movements of the Anglo-Egyptian forces 
depend on them. If the Dervishes evacuate 
El Hafir the Anglo-Egyptian forces will 
probably cross the river and will doubtless 
make a forwafd movement. The steamers, 
as well as the cavalry, will be sent after 
them. It now seems as though the whole 
force had occupied El Hafir, leaving the 
women and children at Dongola. The loss 
of the Anglo-Egyptian forces will be com- 
paratively trifling, only Commander Col- 
ville and one interpreter being slightly 
wounded.

SAYS NOW IS THE TIME FOR IN- 
TERNATIONAL AGREEMENT. 


LETTER TO GOV. CULBERSON. 


In Which He Says That Independent 
‘Action by This Country Would 
Bring About the Agreement. 


DALLAS Tex., Sept. 19.—In a speech here 
to-night Gov. Culberson read the following 
significant correspondence between himself 
and Prince Bismarck on the money ques- 
tion: 

„Prince Bismarck, Sir—The great ques- 
tion of finance is now of supreme interest 
to the people of the United States. It is 
presented in various forms, but ina general 
way it may be said to be, first, whether the 
United States shall adopt the single gold 
standard or, second, whether they shall 
adopt bimetallism, with both gold and silver 
as the standard or primary money. The ar- 
gument in favor of each is well known to 
you, but it is particularly insisted that we 
should adopt the policy of bimetallism be- 
cause the supply of gold in the word for 
coinage is insufficient to meet the demand 
and because such a standard will still 
further depress the values of all property. 

“Which, in your judgment, is the best 
policy to adopt—the gold standard or bimet- 
allism, giving your reasons? 

“what effect, in your judgment, will the 
immediate adoption of bimetallism by the 
United States have on the cause of bimet- 
allism in Germany and other great commer- 


cial nations? 

(Signed) C. A. CULBERSON, 

Governor of Texas.” 
In reply Prince Bismarck said: 
“FRIEDRICHSRUHE, Aug. 2. 1896. 

„Honored Sir—Yeur esteemed favor has 
deen duly received. I hold that this is the 
very hour that would be advisable to bring 
about between the nations chiefly engaged 
in the world’s commerce & mutual agree- 
ment in favor of the establishment of bi- 
metallism. The United States are freer by 
far in their movements than any nation of 
Europe, and, hence, if the people of the 
United States should find it compatible with 
their interests to take independent action in 
the direction of bimetallism I cannot but 
believe that euch action would exert a most 
salutary influence upon the consummation 
of international agreement. *

TALKED FOR HOME RULE. 


Denounced Life Tenure of Office and 
Criticised. Secretary Carlisle’s 
Proposed Silver Redemption. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 19.—A heavy 
wind and rain storm seriously interfered 
with the arrangements whith had been 
made by the local committee for a grand 
reception to William J. Bryan at the Old 
Capitol Base Ball Park this afternoon. The 
crowd was considerably below the expecta- 
tions of those having the arrangements in 
charge, but there was no lack of enthusi- 
asm. When Mr. Bryan appeared on the 
platform he was received with such 3 
demonstration as is rarely accorded a public 
speaker, For fully five minutes the cheer- 
ing continued, Mr. Bryan standing bare- 
headed and evidently much gratfied at ‘re- 
ceiving such unmistakable evidence of ap- 
proval of himself and his cause. For some 
time before his arrival dark rain and wind- 
laden clouds from the west gave certain 
promise of a downpour, and he had not 
spoken more than forty minutes when the 
rain came down in torrents, drenching every 
one exposed to it. Still the great crowd 
kept their places and cheered and called to 
the speaker to go on. | 

The scene was a remarkable one. After 
waiting some time, however, Mr. Bryan left 
the platform and drove to his hotel. Al-+ 
most every sentence im the speaker’s brief 
address was wildly cheered, and the crowd 
was specially vociferous when Mr. Bryan 
declared himself in favor of home rule and 
opposed to life tenure of office. 

Mr. Bryan said: 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen—I 
am grateful to you for the very cordial wel- 
come which you have extended to me as I 
return to the city in which four years of 
official life wete spent. (Applause and a 
voice, We'll make it four more.“) I see 
before me the faces of a great many who 
are known as young men, and I am glad to 
speak to the young, because we who are 
young and who in the course of nature must 
live under our Government for many years, 


are interested in making that Government 


good enough to live in. (Applause. : 
After strongly indorsing the home rule 
plank in the Chicago platform, he con- 
tinued: 

We are opposed to life tenure in the public. 
service. (Applause) We favor appoint- 
ments based upon merit, fixed terms of 
office and such an administration of the 
civil service laws as will afford equal op- 
portunity to all citizens of ascertained fit- 
ness, except as otherwise provided by the 
Constitution of the United States. 

My friends, we are in favor of the eivil 
service reforms that mean something and 
not a civil service law that permits the 
President to suspend the civil bervice law 
until he can get his friends into office and 
permits another President to extend the 
service just as he is going out to keep his 
friends in. (Applause.) We believe in ap- 
pointments based upon merit and such @ 
method of appointment as will open the 
offices to those of ascertained fitness. (Ap- 
plause.) We are in favor of fixed terms of 
office in the civil department of the Govern- 
ment. We want it se that when a man 
goes in he will know how long he Is going 
to stay and when he is going out. We do 
not want to build up an office holding class 
and fill our offices for life. 

A man when he gets his appointment will 
then have no more concern about his coun- 
try except to draw his salary when it is 
due. (Great applause.) We believe that 
the life tenure, which relieves a man from 
all further care, is destructive to the bigh- 
est forms of citizenship and should not be 
tolerated in a country like ours. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Now, my friends, I want to call your at- 
tention to one other subject. Our oppo- 
nents are doing as much for us in this cam- 
paign as we are able to do for ourselves, 
(Applause.)And of all the public documents 
recently issued the most important one is 
a letter just given to the public writtes 
wy the Secretary of the Treasury, from 
which I desire to quote one sentence. 

“It is the duty of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and all other publſe officials, te 
execute in good faith the policy declared by 
Congress and mark these words, “but 
whenever he shall be satisfied that a silver 
dollar cannot be kept equal in purchasing 
power with a gold dollar, except by receir- 
ing it in exchange for a gold dollar, when 
such exchange is demanded, it will be his 
duty to adopt that course.” 

I want you to mark those words, because 
in those words the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury tells you that when the Secretary ‘s 
satisfied that it is necessary he will come 
mence redeeming silver dollars in gold, 
(Great applause.) I call your attention to 
it. my friends, because 1 want to emphasize 
the deception that has been practiced by 
this Administration on the money question.

Two Immense. Audiences Heard Mr.

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 19.—-Wm. Jen- 
nings Bryan, the Democratic caididate for 
the Presidency, spoke here to-night to two 
of the; largest crowds ever present at\a 
political meeting in this city. The first 
epeech was made in the open air and con- 
servative estimates place the number who 
heard it at 30,000.

A NATION’S SHAME. 

It has been plain, despite all assurances 
to the contrary, that England would not 
‘act in the Turkish troubles without the 
concurrence of the other Powers of 
Europe. It is likely that the consent of 
the Sultam himself is as necessary as 
that of the Czar to induce England to 
take action toward forcing the Turk out 
of Europe. 

The semi-official note just issued by the 
British Foreign Office confirms the view 
taken by the Post-Dispatch since the last 
Arménian massacre. England will not 
The threat that she would de- 
ceived nobody, and least of all the Sultan. 

“The only course open to Great Brit- 
ain,” says the circular, “is to stand aside 
and hope for a more satisfactory state of 
affairs,” which, in view of the obliga- 
tions Great Britain assumed. under the 
Berlin Treaty, is the most humiliating 
confession of dishonor and impotence 
ver made by an English Ministry. 

The suggestion that England, the 
United States and Italy shall act in 
concert will not be seriously considered. 
We are not a catspaw for the raking of 
British chestnuts out of the fire. Under 
the terms of the treaty she dictated 
England is the protector of the Armeni- 
ans. If we undertake to protect them we 
should act alone. The fact is that any 
Power in the world is in better position 
to enforce order in Turkey than is Eng- 
land. There is no other Power of which 
the Sultan stands less in dread, for there 
is no other Power against which he finds 
it #0 easy to play off the jealousies of the 
other Powers.

Thomas Jefferson said that it was the duty of government to prevent men 
from injuting one another, and, having done so, leave them otherwise free to fol- 
low each his Own plans for improvement. 

It was this Mr. Bryan had in mind he said that the chief duty of 


government is to put rings in the noses 


hogs, so that in fattening they will 


not destroy more than they are worth. a 
He does not expect, nor did Jefferson expect, to eradicate selfishness. He 
believes, as did Jefferson, that the best Possible government is that Which 
leaves men freest—absolutely free to do everything except to injute each other. 
To protect the weak against the strong, the simple against the cunning, the 
honest man against the knave, the Worker against the shrewd end rapacious 
idler who seeks to make himself a parasite upon the community—these are the 


functions of a democratic government. 


And when it performs them—in the 


exact measure in which it shows itself equal to them~justi¢e is done, Hberty 
increases, progress shows its beneficent results in the increasing prosperity of 
the people, the average of the wealth of the many is increased, there are fewer 
millionaires with a corresponding decrease in the number of paupers, armorles 
and jails are less necessary, school-houses and churches increase, inventions 
multiply and men grow day by day towards the fuller stature of manhood. 

To all of this Jefferson looked forward as a result of liberty and of just 
government. He was seemingly one ofa small minority when in 1799 and 1800 
he broke loose from all connection with the Federalists, took the field against 
them and proclaimed that the time had come to make a final stand against 
class government, the rule of money and the usurpations of oligarchy in 


America, 


He was denounced as a dangerous lunatic, a Jacobin, an incendiary, but 
he did not stop. He looked forward into the future with the eye of the prophet. 
He was one of those few great men, born one or two to the century, who hive 
not only in their own time, but in the past and in the future also—who live not 
only their own lives, but the lives of generations to come; who bear not only 
their own burdens, but those of the unknown, struggling, ignorant and burdened 
thousands to whom their sympathies bind them in bonds closer than those of 


blood brotherhood. 


This sympathy gave Jefferson his foresight. It made him one of thé greatest 
men of modern times, and by all odds the greatest practical politician who ever 
lived in America. He knew im advance what the people would do, because he 
was one with them in sympathy. Hardly once during his long career did he 
mistake them. He could look forward half a century beyond his own time and 


see the certain results of unchecked selfishness. 


It was he who first heard the 


alarm bell in the night” ringing for the civil war. It was he Who first insisted 
on local self-government as the supreme necessity of our national existence, that 
under it the worst selfishness might be eradicated through evolution rather 
than by the revolution which never fails to sow the seeds of new evils. to take 


the place of those it eradicates. 


In 1800 his provident mind saw that the Gevernmient could not endure with- 
out the plain American, the every-day citizen, was made sovereign. So he made 
a campaign which was in every essential respect what that of Bryan is now—an 
attempt to put rings in the noses of hogs! 

But the hogs of his day were nothing to those of ours. The wealth of the 
entire plutocracy which entered the field against him was not equal to that rep- 
resented by two men of our times—by Perry Belmont and William C. Whit- 
ney, who as agents of the Rothschilds and of the Standard Oib Co. organized 
the Indianapolis convention against Bryan and the Democracy. 

Where the money taken from the people then by the abuse of government to 
their injury was counted in. hundreds, it is now counted in hundreds of millions. 

The liberty for which he stood, for which he was always ready to sacrifice 
every opposing interest of unjust class privilege, has accomplished many of 
the miracles of progress which his foresight taught him it would accomplish. 
Stich inventions as those on which he worked in his leisure and still greater than 
he conceived, have vastly increased the power of the people to create wealth. 
And with this increase has come a corfesponding increase in the rapacity of the 
shrewd and knavish class who seek always to take not only a selfish but an 


unjust advantage. So great has been their opportunity, 


so fiercely persistent 


have they been in using it, that more than half the wealth of the country is now 
controlled by less than a thousand men in a few Eastern cities. And these men 
are now 80 aggressively insolent in their determination to maintain them-. 
selves in power that in New York City they take the money needed for school- 
houses and fill the city with magnificently castellated stone armories while the 
children of the people are forced to attend school in foul-smelling rooms over 


poultry markets. 


To check the insolence of class; to prevent the robbery of the weak by the 
strong, to establish and maintain the sovereignty of the plain citizen—to put 


rings in the noses of hogs—that is the mission of American Democracy.

MORE THAN ONE “RAKE-OFF.” 


Contractors Swear That Assistant Bu- 
perintendent of Construction 
Kelly Spoke of Commissions.“ 


Probably the most sensational of all the 
revelations of School Board corruption re- 
sulting from the taking of depositions in the 
School Board injunction suit of A. L. Berry, 
came to light yesterday when the proceed- 
ings were resumed in the offices of Lawyers 


Alderson and MeEutire. | 
The room was thronged with newspaper 


men and others interested in the progress 
of the investigation, and they listened with 
rapt attention as three witnesses swore pos-

The first of these witnesses was Frederick

Lawyer Alderson’s request to Notary 
Lane to swear Mr. Percival caused some 
surprise. It transpired, however, that Mr. 


Percival was the inventor and co-patentee 
of a smoke consuming device, and was in 
the employ of H. & L. Chase, bag manufac- 
turers, as an engineer. 

In giving bis testimony Percival spoke 
with a strong English accent. He spoke 
with great deliberation and his manner was 
convincing.

ANNUAL CONVENTION TO BE 
HELD IN ST. LOUIS. 


SUBJECTS TO BE DISCUSSED. 


\ 
During the Intervals of Business the 
Visitors Will Be Entertained 
by Local Bankers. 


About all the wealth in the United States 
will be represented in St. Louis Tuesday. 

The twenty-second annual convention of 
the American Bankers’ Association begins 
on that day and will bring to St. Louis 
about 500 of the leading bankers from all 


over the country. 

What part of the wealth of the country 
they do not control they can come pretty 
near borrowing if they need it. 

‘Extensive preparations have been made 


"Mem 


of the association, who is President 
of the National Union Bank, N 
City, will reach St. Louis to-night. 

Until Tuesday, however, the full attend- 
ance on the convention will not have been 
made up. 

As the members of the association arrive 
they will be met by members of the Recep- 
tion Committee, of which President Charles 
Parsons of the State Bank is chairman, 
and directed to the hotels of their choice. 
The Southern, Planters’, Lindell ‘and St. 
Nicholas Hotels will accommodate . most 
of the visitors, although many will go to the 
up-town hotels and some to the private 
residences of local bankers. 

Their first duty after arrival will be to 
register at the Planters’ Hotel, where rooms 
will be set aside for the pu In the 
registry rooms members of the Reception 
Committee will be in attendance, and there 
will be at hand a competent steno pher, a 
well-informed clerk and e special corps of 
messengers. 

Many of the members will be accompanied 
by their wives and daughters, for whose 
en especial provision has been 
made, 

The annual conventions of the American 
Bankers’ Association are always marked by 
the interesting and valuable discussions 
that take place. The present being a cam- 
paign year, with finance playing the princi- 
pal part ag the leading issue of the cam- 
paign, the session of the convention will 
possess even more than usual interest. The 
most interesting disscusions will be during 
the second day’s session. The first day’s 
session will be devoted chiefly to the hear- 
ing of reports of committees and the third 
and last day, to the discussion of subjects 
having to do directly with the autonomy and 
management of banks.

The system is 80 
perfect that no sooner is a fraud detected 
than every member of the Association is 
notified and warned against it.

T., and the yt of the Committee on Ex- 
press Money Orders will complete the rou- 
tine business of the first day’s session, and

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on Products for Export. 


CHICAGO, Ill, Sept, 19.—The Interstate 
Commerce Commission resumed the investi- 
gation of the Chicago & Northwestern and 
the Illinois Central rates on packing-house 
export products to New Orleans. Henry 
Baldwin, agent for the Mlinois Central at 
New Orleans, Wm. Pross, New Orleans 
steamship agent, and J. 8. Knox, in charge 
of the export business of the Cudahy Pack- 
ing Co., testified that the practice of the 
roads in charging a lower rate to New Or- 
leans for exports than for products sent 
to New Orleans for home consumption does 
not operate to the disadvantage of shippers 
or merchants in the Southern city.

officers. 

The Democratic leaders believe that the 
party can win this fall with the right kind 
of a ticket and a vigorous campaign. 

Chairman Brady has the block canvass 
well under way and is pleased with the 
showing made in the reports of the can- 
vassers. His plan is to have every Demo- 
crat registered and to have the workers out 
on the day of election to see that they go to 
the polls. He says the Republicans have 
nothing on which to base their claims of a 
sweeping majority in the city. Instead of 
conceding 11 he says the Democracy 
an carry the city by not less than 5,000 plu- 
rality.. 

The convention wiil nominate five can- 
didates for Circuit Judges, Circuit Attorney, 
Assistant Circuit Attorney, Sheriff, Coroner 
and Public Administrator. When these 
nominations are made there will be Sen- 
atorial and Representative district conven- 
tions held for the legislative nominations.

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GERMAN LAD TAKES POISON IN A 
DISREPUTABLE HOUSE. | 


IS A UNIVERSITY STUDENT. 


Joseph Hagedorn Started Into Reform 
the Bad Lands and Slid Down 
the Toboggan. 


Joseph Hagedorn, a young German, who 
has been in this country but nine months, 
attempted to kill himself yesterday after- 
noon by taking morphine, in a disreputable 
resort at 2025 Chestnut street. He will 


probably recover. 

At the time of the attempt he explained 
that he did it through love of Edith Mun- 
roe, one of the inmates, but other circum- 
stances indicate that his despondency re- 
sulted from a letter received yesterday, 
morning from Germany, in which he was 
denied the loan of 12,000 marks and given 
enough good advice to drive almost any 
wayward youngster to self destruction or 
entire reform. 

Hagedorn was no ordinary German emi- 
grant. His parents are people of means, 
living in the Staté of Westphalia. His 
father is a famous surgeon in the old 
country and the inve@gtor of the Hagedorn | 
surgical needle, used largely by surgeons 
in all parts of the world. 

The boy is exceptionally well educated, 
but Has an emotional and sentimental vein 
in him which makes him utterly unbal- 
anced and unable to take proper care of 
himself when subjected to temptations 
without restraining influences. He is but 
18 years of age. 

Hagedorn came to this city. about three 
months ago and went to live at 2314 Mor- 
gan street. Previously he had lived in East 
St. Louis and before that at Carlyle, IIL, 
where he worked for the Carlyle Milling 
Co. 

His purpose in coming here was to enter 
the Washington University law school, and 
during the summer he has been reading 
some, though most of his time was spent in 
pursuits not so well calculated to improve 
his mind or morals. 

He formed the habit of visiting immoral 
resorts, apparently at first with the best 
intentions. He took up the hobby of rescu- 
ing from the women in these places their 
children, whom he did not consider were 
being reared under proper influences. 80 
much in earnest was he that he wrote the 
Post-Dispatch asking for assistance in his 
crusade. 

Among other things he developed a strong 
desire to go on the detective force, and 
wrote Chief Desmond numerous letters ask- 
ing for a place. These missives were found 
in his pockets at the hospital when his 
things were examined. 

He spent in the development of this task 
considerable time about wine rooms and 
places of like character, in an endeavor 
to secure evidence against them.

He seemed determined to find out all the

While thus engaged in the laudable pur- 
pose of reforming the bad lands, the young 
man appears to have himself fallen into 
evil habits. Being young and susceptible 
he became smitten with the charms of more 
than one of the painted sirens whose souls 
he was endeavoring to save, and he took to 
drinking. 

As a shining mark for any of the girls 
who were in need of money he had a record. 
Any worn-out old hard-luck story would 
cause the impressionable Joseph to dig up 
liberally, generally with tears in his eyes 
for the sorrows of the unfortunates. 

Among the women whom he met and ap- 
peared to nd was Edith Munroe. He 
met her several times, and took consider- 
able interest in her. 

Yesterday evening he sent her a note about 

o’clock, asking her to meet him at The 

ell.“ She did so, and found him in about 
his usual mood, except that he had a re- 
volver and a box of cartridges. with which 
he kept playing. 

The two had some drinks together and 
about 3:30 the girl returhed to her house. 
A few minutes later Hagedorn came in with 
a messenger boy, whom he threatened to 
kill for asking for his pay. He called for 
Edith and sat down in the parlor. 

When she came downstairs he was evi- 
dently sick. She asked him if he were 
drunk. 

No,“ he said, “I’ve taken morphine.” 

The girl started to send for a doctor. 

Don't do it,“ he insisted. I want to die.“ 

When she asked him why, he took her in 
his arms and said, greatiy to her surprise, 
tha? it was for love of her. 

In a few minutes he became deathly sick 
and violent. Policemen were summoned, 
and after a struggle, he was put in an 
ambulance and taken to the City Hospital. 
He was unconscious when he arrived there 
and continued so for many hours, but Dr. 
Sutter had hopes last night of saving him. 
At his boarding-house his landlady said 
that when he came down to breakfast she’ 
handed him a letter from Germany. He 
read it and left the house without eating, 
paying that he would not be back until sup- 


per. 
This letter was from B. Graevert in 
Westphalia. It stated that the writer had 
advised the boy’s parents not to send him 
the 12,000 marks with which to start a ho- 
tel, because he would surely go to the 
devil. Then followed a lecture several 
pages in length. It was a pretty severe 
one 

There were dozens of letters in the boy's 
ockets. Some were from the Rev. r. 
emming of Carlyle, forwarding money 
from Hagedorn’s German home. Almost 
every scrap of paper had on it the ad- 
dress or name of some disreputable wom- 
an, and showed clearly the peculiar trend 
of the young man's mind.

“That decision was handed down by 
Chief Justice Fuller,” sa.d Mr. O'Grady. 

In substance it declires that interstate 
commerce laws are !noperative cn commod- 
ities within a State when that State has 
declared those commodities to be contra- 
band and therefcre without legal exist- 
ence, 

“In Kansas, beer ani cther malt liquors 
are unlawful commodities, and in their 
transportation in that State the inters'ate 
commerce laws take no cognizance of them 
State has the sovereizn power to de- 
termine what ar-izt/es shall be subject to 
interstate commerce. The Federal Govern- 
ment’s authority ends when it regulates 
the manner of transportinz those articles. 

The charge against tha fefendan's is 
that they violated the interstate commerce 
laws by forming an unlawful ecmbination 
to fix the price and sale of beer which 
Was shipped from Kansas City, Mo., into 
Kansas City, Kin. I am willing to admit 
that beer in transit in Missouri to another 
State is regulated by interstate commerce. 
But mark this distinciion: ‘The moment 
beer from Kansas City, Mo., reaches the 
State line of Kansas, it passes from under 
those laws and becomes an unlawful’ com- 
modity.’ a” 

Attorney Hardin, also fer the defense, 
argued that inasmuch as beer had been 
declared contraband in Kansas, it was also 
contraband in Missouri when an attempt 
was made to ship it into Kansas, and that 
therefore, in the present instance, it did 
not come within the jurisdiction of inter- 
state commerce, 

Commissioner Parry overruled the posi- 
tion taken by the defense, and xed 
Wednesday morning as the time for decid- 
ing whether the defandani will be beid 
for the Federal Graad-jury. It is thought

LEFT HIS NOTE FOR $100. 


Mrs. Parkhill Doesn’t Know Why the 
Police Have Released Her and 
Her Friend. 


“Leora Parkhill, 35, married, held for the 
Chief; John Neilsen, 33, single, held for the 
Chief,” is a bracketed entry that adorns 
the blotter of the Sixth District Police Sta- 
tion. 

The man and woman were yesterday fore- 
noon arrested in an upstairs flat at 4235 
Finney avenue. 

Back of the arrest is a peculiar and 
many-sided story. No charge was preferred 
against the pair. They were: apprehended 
on a story told to Policeman Dempsey by 


W. C. Davis, a well-to-do merchant of 
Percy, III., at noon Friday. 

A woman's screams attracted Officer 
Dempsey’s attention Friday forenoon to the 
house at 4235 Finney avenue. He found a 
very pretty little woman in the doorway 
apparently in great distress. 

She managed to tell him between her sobs 
that there was a man in the house who had 
grossly insulted her. She wanted him ar- 
rested. 

Considering the eminent respectability of 
the neighborhood Officer Dempsey was 
chary of interfering in what he supposed 
was merely a family squabble. 

When the woman insisted he went up- 
stairs into her flat. There was no man in 
sight. The lady explained that the man 
was back in the kitchen. 

She asked the officer to wait. She went 
back and held a lengthy parley with the 
man who had so grossly offended her. She 
returned to nthe officer and told him she 
had decided not to prosecute. 

The policeman left the house, philoso- 
phising as he went on the uncertainty of 
the feminine temperament. 

He had scarcely gone a block from the 
house when a man hurried up behind him. 

“You're the officer that eame into that 
house,“ he said. Dempsey assented. . 

“Well, I’ve been made a fool of. She 
brought you in to scare me. I’ve signed a 
check for $100.

They went beyond the limits of platonic 
friendship in reviewing the matter, Davis 
claims, and in the midst of things John 
Neilsen bobbed up, revolver in hand, Davis 
told the officer that Mrs. Parkhill demand- 
ed that he sign a remittance of the entire 
claim on her mother. 

When he refused, she called the officer. 
Then finding he was obdurate she com- 
promised on his signing a note to her for

The receipts 
Showed an increase of 7 per cent over 
the sale of the previous year. At the 
general post-office 2,096,445 domestic money 
orders were paid, amounting to $10,293,547.33. 
There were issued. 92,147 domestic money 
orders, amounting to $1,109,015.57. In addi- 
tion 57,741 international money orders were 
paid, amounting to $626,520.98, and 27,104 is- 
sued, amounting to $447,601.88. Exactly 51,076 
postmasters’ drafts were paid, amounting to 
$14,032,224.25, and 36,788 remittances received 
from postmasters, amounting to 332, 460, 899.88. 
During the year there were 3,896,066 trans- 
actions, and the aggregate receipts and dis- 
bursements were $106,398, 683. 41. 

The total number of pieces of mall of all 
kinds handled were 1.361. 356, 483, or a daily 
average of 3,729,744. This does not include 
mail matter handled in bulk, of which 7,- 
791,689 pouches and sacks passed through 
the office. There were delivered through 
boxes 139,398,285 pieces of mail matter, and 
by carriers 365,885,666. he net revenue of 
the year was 4.

SILVER IN EUROPE HELPED TO FIX 
PRICE 


Let us first: look at this theory. The 
greatest markets for most of American 
products were in Europe; whatever, affect- 
ed pricés of commodities which were shipped 
there in the end affected the prices of com- 
modities at home. Let us suppose that there 
was no 4 in circulation in the United 
States, that as Mr. Schurz intimates it was 
all in circulation in Europe, then it was do- 
ing the work of money in Europe, it was 
doing a work there which would otherwise 
have had to be done by gold; it practically 
displaced that much gold over there and 
permitted the gold to flow elsewhere. It in- 


creased the volume of money in the world, 


and in that way affected prices for the 
world, not simply in any one coun- 
cry, dat the world. Under 
those conditions, as far as prices Were 
concerned, it made little difference whether 
the owners of silver bullion brought it to 
Our mints to be coinéd or took it to Europ- 
ean mints to be coined. In either case it 
helped to swell the volume of money in, the 
world and helped to do the business of the 
world and helped to fix the standard of 
prices of property. Mr. Schurz knew this 
fact, and I, therefore, submit that when he, 
at the outset, tried to treat the question as 
a local one and to conceal from view the 
fact that if silver was circulating in Europe 
it was just as godd ds if ft were circulating 
here, so far as prices were concerned, he 
was not making a fair presentation of the 
question. I do not care to use severer lang- 
uage, although I am aware that if a man 
speaking for the silver side was to pursue 
such a course he would be vehemently de- 
nounced as a pettifogger. 
COINAGH IN THIS COUNTRY. 

Now let us look at the facts in regard to 
the coinage of silver in this country. It is 
true that Jefferson for a time suspended the 
coinage of silver dollars. reg

ORTS OF BANKS, 

But the Treasury Depar ment gives out 
another report that is accurate and it tells 
an entirely different story in regard te the 
a mound of money we have in our country. 
This report is given out by the Comptroller 
of the N who has the supervision 
of the national banks. For several years 
past the Comptroller has been sending a 
request to every bank in the United States, 
nasonal, State and private, to report the 
amount of money they had on hand at the 
close of bustness on a particular day, and 
to state what it consisted of. There are in 
the United States a little less than 4,000 na- 
tional banks, and about 5,000 State and pri- 
vate banks. Substantially all of these banks 
responded to the inquiry, and I have here 
the Comptroller's report for the year 1895, 
and on ‘page 15 he gives a summary of 
these reports. 


1 will give you this in the language 
of the Comptroller: ‘‘The cash held by 
national banks on July 11, and by other 
banks at about that date, amounted to 
$631,111,290, classified as follows: Gold, 
$127,621,099; silver, $15,594,037; specie not clas- 
sified, $19,298,363; paper currency, $342,739,129; 
fractional currency, $1,023,442, and cash not 
Classified, 3124, 835,220.“ The reports for 
several prior years were-practically the 
same. At about that time there we in 


this 


617,713 available for circulation. Addin 
sum to what there was then in all thé banks 
of the United States it makes $950,729,000. 
This constituted all of the money in sight 
in this country except what there was 
then in the pockets of the people. There 
is no way of ascertaining definitely just 
what this would amount to, but consider- 
ing the fact that we had had several years 
of panic and idleness and distress during 
witich time most of the little savings had 
been used up, and considering the further 
facts that in recent years building asso- 
ciations have been formed in every vil- 
lage in the land, and the money that used 
to be saved or hoarded in a small way was 
drawn out and absorbed by these building 
associations, and that we have banks in 
almost every village in the land, and that 
all business men deposit every day so as 
not to run the risk of NN much money 
in their stores over hight, it is apparent 
that the amount of money then in the 
pockets of the people Was not large. Good 
judges have asserted that when you take 
into consideration all of the poor laboring 
classes of this coutnry and of the colored 


The reason was 


for any amount, just as much as dollars 


people of the .South, and the fact that 
farmets had very Httle money, that an 
average of %5 per household would be a 
full average, and as there were then about 
fotirteen milion families, that would make 
seventy millions of dollars. But in order 
to cover every contingency let us nearly 
double this, let us add another fifty mill- 
ion. This would make one hundred and 
twenty million dollars, being at that time, 
as we say, in the pockgts of the people. 
Adding this sum to what there was then 
in the banks and in the Treasury it makes 
$1,070,629,000 as the total money N the 
United States available for circu on, 
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from 1896 down to 1878 there were $164,318,071 
of silver coined in this country. In 1871 
there were 1,117,127 of silver dollars coined— 
not subsidiary coins, but dollars—and in 
there were 1,118,600 silver dollars coined, 
being nearly twice the number ever before 
coined in one year. Bear this in mind, the 
two years before silver was stricken down 
here were aed 4 twice as many silver 
ollars coin as in ay | 8 year. 
Mr. Schurz knew these facts and yet he 
prevents his figures in such a way as to 
make the impression that no silver had 
been coined in this country, and ‘therefore 
we demonetized nothing. 
AMOUNT OF wa es IN THIS. COUN. 


His next claim is that we had more 
r ita in circulation in 1895 than 
ad to the demonetization, and 

that, therefore, there was ho reduction in 
the volume of money, and that consequently 
demonetization had nothing to do with th 
fall of prices. He says that in 1895 we nad 
a total of $2,217,000, in cifculation, mak- 
hile in 1878 we had

less than half of the sum named by Mr. 
Schurz. 


AMOUNT PER CAPITA. 

Now bear in mind that this is the result 
of an actual inventory made by all the 
moneyed institutions in this country and, 
therefore, is the most reliable information 
which the Treasury Department has yet 
furnished us upon this question. If you say 
we have underestimat the amount in the 
pockets of the people then add another five 
dollars for each household and it will make 
only $70,000,000 more and still be only half 
the sum named by Mr. Schurz. 

If Mr. Schurz knew’ these facts and with- 
held them from his audience and his read. 
ers, and used figures that were incorrect 
for the purpose of nating a wrong im- 
pression, then you will admit that he is not 
a Safe guide. If he did not know these 12825 
then it will be admitted that he is not a 
safe counsel. But in either case it is appar- 
ent that so much of his argument as was 
based upon the alleged amount of money 
we have in this country must fall to the 


ground 
MONEY SCARCE. 

The fact is, there is not enough mon 
this country at p ts bus 
In all of the agricultural States o 
South, the Mississippi Valley and the West, 
there is the greatest scarcity of money. The 
banks are unable to furnish what is needed, 
and even in the money centers a very little 
disturbance renders the banks helpless. Re- 
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um, added. to the hundre 
that afte supposed to be 
y in the Treasury, constituted all 
the gold there was in sight in the United 
States: No sensible man now claims the 
poor p2ople are hoarding gold; the fact is 
that even rich people rarely get to see 
it. In depicting the horrors which will come 
upos our country in the event of the eléc- 
tion of Mr. Bryan, Mr. Schurz points out 
in a thrilling manner how six hundred 
million dollars of gold would instantly take 
wings and vanish. Other gold standard ora- 
tors have dwelt loud and long upon the 
vanishing of six hundred million dollars-of 
gold. It is one of the stock arguments met 
everywhere, and it is tterated and reiterated 
by the bankers themselves. 
Now, in view of the faces peniiahed by the 
Treasury Department itself, 
not be challenged by gold standard people, I 
am warranted in asserting that these bank- 


dred million dollars of gold in the entire 
country, including what there is in the 
United States Treasury. They know that 
if every dollar of gold were withdrawn 
rom all the banks in this country, it would 
make only a little over $127,000,000. When 
they therefore try to make the impression 
that there would be a contraction of $600,- 
000,000 their conduct ‘is in keeping with the 
whole history of this gold standard move- 
ment; that is, it is one of misrepresenta- 
tion, deception and fraud. These bankers 
further know, and Mr. Schurz knows, that, 
no matter who is elected President, so long 
as they want to run their banks they will 
of necessity keep some gold, and it will per- 
form the functions of money while they 
have it. The fact is, they could not well 
reduce the amount of gold they now have, 
and whoever is elected President, there will 
be little or no movement of gold from the 
banks of the country; but if it were all to 
go, and if that which is in the United 

tes Treasury were also to go, it would 
ount to only about $227,000,000 of gold. 
Therefore so much of the awful catas- 
trophe that is to befall this land by the 
removal of six hundred million dollars of 
old, ir the event of the election of Mr. 
ryan, will not come to pass. It is one 
of those predicted storms that it is not 
necessary to insure against. 


NO OVERPRODUCTION. 


But the main fabric of the whole speech 
of Mr. Schurz is based upon the theory of 
overproduction. He insists that there is 
a fall in the price of silver and that this 
is due to overproduction. That there was 
so much more silver produced than former- 
ly that it had to fall in price. You will 
readily see that if there was the same in- 
crease in thé production of both metals 
then there was no reason why the relations 
which they bore to each other, or the mar- 
ket ratio which they bore to each other, 
should change. Mr. Schurz knew this. Why 
didn’t he state it that way? Because he 
knew facts were against him. He wanted to 
make an impression which he could not 
make without a suppression of part of the 
case. Fortunately this is not a matter 
that we need to speculate about. We have 
history, experience and accurate data upon 
this subject. According to the tables issued 
by the ury Department, Aug. 16, 1893, 
showing the total production of gold and sil- 
ver in the world at coinage value, it ap- 
pears that from the year 1792, when our 
monetary system was founded, to the year 


a 


| 1852, the time of the great gold discoveries, 


being a period of sixty years, the total 
production of silver in the world, rating it 
at coinage value, was . 709, 197,000 and the 
total production of gold in the world during 
that time was $960,236,000; that is, on the 
average there was just about twice as much 
silver produced as gold during that time. 
The produetion of each metal varied of 
course during the different years, and yet 
the market ratio between the two metals 
remained practically the same during all 
that time. The tables giving the market 
prices show that during those sixty years 
there was a variance of only seven-tenths 
of one point, or just about the cost of ex- 
change. The same tables show that from 
1852 to 1873 the total gold production of the 
world was $2,516,575,000 while the total silver 
production was only $989,225,000, that is, there 
was two and a half times as much gold 
produced as silver, yet the market ratio re- 
mained unchanged during these twenty-one 
years just as it had during the period of six- 
ty years when there was twice as much 
silver as gold produced. Again, the same 
tables show that from 1873 to 1892, inclusive, 
the total gold production of the world was 
52.176.505. 000, while the total silver production 
was $2,347,087,000, that is, the production of 
gold was nearly equal to that of silver. 
During the first two periods silver was a 
money metal. During the last period it was 
not. Inasmuch as silver did not fall in 
value, as measured in gold, during the sixty 
years in which there was twice as much 
silver produced as there was gold, it is clear 
that had not silver been demonetized it 
would not have fallen when the gold pro- 
duction was nearly equal to that of silver, 
after 1873. : 
SILVER HAS NOT FALLEN. 
Again, silver has not fallen in compari- 
son with other property. By taking the 
average price of all commodities known to 
the market it is found that a pound of 
silver will buy as great an amount of 
commodities as ever. Silver occupies the 
same relation to the products of the earth 
and to labor to-day that it did before. 
The law, by striking down the competi- 
tion, has given gold a monopoly. It pro- 
tects gold against competition. Practically 
the gold dollar is a 20-cent dollar. Nomi- 
nally it still has only 100 cents in it, but 
it takes 200 cents’ worth of commodities 
to get one, when measured by bimetallic 
prices. Consequently we find, first, that 
there has been no increase in the prodtc- 
tion of silver when compared with the in- 
crease in the production of gold, and sec- 
ondly, we find that silver has not fallen 
when compared with property and the 
products of labor; therefore the entire fab- 
ric of Mr. Schurs's argument must fall to 
the grdéund. 
FALL OF WAGES. 
Mr. Schurz next tried to convey the im- 
ave not fallen and 
he demon- 
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wages for creating it. This is axiomatic. 
PRICES WOULD NOT FALL AT ONCE. 
Mr. Schurz tells us that if the demoneti- 
zation of silver had anything to do with the 
fall in prices, then the fall should have come 
instantly. I ask you to consider that ‘state- 
ment a moment and then tell me whether 
it is not contrary to the universal experi- 
ence of mankind, Owners of 1 11 do 
not accept lower prices until ey are ob- 
liged to. No matter what cause may be 
ss to reduce prices, owners of prop- 
erty hold it up as long as they can, they 
hold.it up until the debts press too hard and 
the strain gets too severe, when — are 
obliged to let it go. So that the decline is 
never instant, and in the very nature of 
things comes gradually, the weaker holders 
giving way first and the stronger holding 
out till the last. Further, silver was not de- 
monetized by all of the countries at once. 
Germany set her face toward demonetiza- 
tion in 1871, but did not enact her law until 
1873; our Government acted in 1873, the other 
nations followed later; Holland acted in 
1875, Russia in 1876, and Austria did not 
adopt a gold standard until 1879. It is true 
that owing to the fact that Germany, Italy 
and some other countries drew heavily 
upon the 934 yor gold market of the 
world, which is London, there were serious 
monetary disturbances in London and some 

rtions of Burope almost every year after 
1573. and prices and consequently business 
seriously affected in 
this year. All 
financial writers of 
this fact, and although 
maintaining the gold standard for England, 
because she is a creditor nation, they attrib- 
ute this fall in prices, this disturbance in 
business to the acts of the governments of 
ree striking down silver by law, and 
estab ing a gold standard, because these 
acts of government affect the supply and 
demand. 

SUPPLY AND DEMAND. 

By destroyng silver they reduced the sup- 
ply of money in the world. By adopting a 
old standard they increased the demand 
or gold. In our country there were a num- 
ber of reasons why the demonetization of 
silver was not immediately felt. F rst, the 
Government had between 1866 and 1869 re- 
duced the volume of paper money we had in 
this country, which was all the money we 
had, from one thousand six hundred and 
forty odd millions down to less than eight 
hundred millions, and had issued bonds in- 
stead. This reduction in the volume of 
money then in eirculation in our country 
was followed by a corresponding fall in 
prices which had been based on the former 
volume of paper money. 

PANIC OF 1873. 


The fall was so great that debtors were 
unable to meet the debts which had been 
contracted on the basis of prices formerly 
prevailing and the panic of 1873 followed as 
a necessary result of that. By issuing more 
bonds the Government got coin and we re- 
gumed what were called specie payments, 

When we began to rally from the panic 
of 73 Burope was feeling the effect of the 
demonetizatioin of silver but in our country 
we found that the balance of trade be- 
tween us and Europe toward 1880 was great- 
ly in our favor so that according to the 

easury tables there were added to the 
volume of money in our country from that 
source several hundred millions of dollars. 
Our gold mines were productive during that 
time and there Was a large addition to our 
circulating medium from that source. Then 
the Bland-Allison act which partially re- 
stored silver was enacted in 1878 and re- 
quired the Secretary of the Treasury to coin 
not less than two nor more than four mil- 
lions of dollars per month, The effect of 
this was to add anywhere from twenty-five 
to forty-eight millions of dollars per year 
to our currency and thus helped to keep 
up prices. The increase in the volume of 
money in our country according to the 
Treasury tables, during these years was so 
great that prices and wages rose corres 

ondingly from what they had been after 
he panic of 1873. But these causes were 
local and did not last and in the course of a 
féw years the general depression which had 
already spread over Europe, following the 
demonetization of silver began to sprea 

over our country and from that time on has 
become more and more intense. 

ECT OF FALLING PRICES. 

Both Mr. Schurz and Mr. Cockran 
the whole subject of falling prices as if it 
were simply a scramble between different 
citizens—betweéen buyer and seller. If this 
were all, then the matter would not de of 
such transcendent and far-reaching import- 
ance, and would not so directly affect the 
welfare of the whole people. Neither grasps 
é great principle that falling prices first 
sturb business in its entire circle, and af, 

t the property of both rich and poor, and 
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duction does not produce a fall in price, 
provided there is an equal increase in con- 
sumption. This is self-evident, and Mr, 
Giffen, the statistician of the British Board 
of Trade, has, on different occasions, pointed 
out that for more than nh years prior 
to 1873 the increase in production of 
nearly all Commodities in the world had 
been greater on the average, year by year, 
than the increase has been in any year since 
1873, and yet, as he says, during all of those 
years prior to 1873 pee Kept constantly 
rising, notwithstanding the énormously in- 
creased production, While since 1873 prices 
have been steadily falling, notwithstandin 

the fact that the increase was not as grea 

as it formerly was. 

The second observation is that wheat has 
not fallen in price ahy more than all other 
commodities. It has fallen no more than 
all property has fallen; has fallen no more 
than wages. It 1s not contended that Russia, 
India and the Argentine Republic have en- 
tered into competition in the production of 
all other products which our people put 
upon the market, 

These two points show that Mr. Schurz 
is entirely wrong in his theory. The third 
observation is that he is entirely wrong in 
his facts, 

The truth is that there has been scarcely 
any improvement in machinery for raising 
and harvesting wheat in the last twenty 

ears, and the statistics show that there 

as been very little increase in the pro- 
duction of wheat in the United States in 
that time, More is raiséd in the North- 
west it is true, but very much less is raised 
in the Central and Eastern States. I have 
endeavored to get the most reliable data 
on this question from’ the reports of the 
various Boards of Trade an the Gov- 
ernment reports, which are recognized as 
the highest authority obtainable on this 
subject. The Government reports show 
that the wheat cfop for 1878 was more than 
420,000,000 bushels, and that for the year 1296 
the crop does mot exceed 400,000,000 bushels. 
In fact, if the increase in population is 
considered, the wheat crop has constantly 
grown less in proportion to the consuming 
popuiation ever since 1878. The wheat crop 
of this year is about 56,000,000 bushels short 
of what the average has been since 1878, 
and is 20,000,000 bushels less than it was 
that year. So that in spite of the opening 
of the new fields in the Northwest there 
has been no 51 tly increased production 
of wheat in this country, and when com- 

ared with the consuming population there

there has been a great increase in produc- 
tion, and artfully selects a recent year of 
the highest production and compares that 
with an earlier year having the lowest 
production. The fact is that the world’s 
wheat crop has remained substantially the 
same for 16 years. In 1880 the world’s pro- 
duction of wheat was 2,280,000,000 bushels. 
In 1885 it was 2,108,000,000 bushels, and that 
was the lowest crop of a number of years. 
In 18% crop was very large, and amount- 
ed to 000,000 bushels. This year the 
world’s production is 120,000,000 less than last 
year, and the total production of the world 
is ate; than it has been for six years, 
yet wheat is lower than ever before. In 
addition to this, the crop of rye, which, to- 
gether with wheat, furnishes the bread of 
the world, is 170,000,000 short; yet in spite of 
that fact, the price of rye has fallen siead- 
ily with that of wheat. It may also be re- 
marked that we have the smallest oat crop 
that we have had for a great many years, 
and yet oats is worth less than one-haif 
what it was several years ago. Now, why 
is it that with the wheat crop of the world 
120,000,000 bushels short and the population 
increasing enormously, the rye crop 170,000, 
000 short, the price has reached the lowest 
point that it has ever reached in the history 
of the country? 
PURCHASING POWER OF MONEY. 


In order to get a more comprehensive 
view of the whole subject let us see what 
are the fundamental laws governing fin- 


ance. 

There are two theories at esent ad- 
vanced in regard to the purchasing power 
of money; one is what is called the cost of 

uction theory under which supply and 
emand have but little influence, and the 
other may be called the oat Spent be or vol- 
ume of money theory.

COST OF PRODUCTION THEORY. 
The cost of production theory has 
seized upon by the gold standard advo- 
cates of this country, and is used as the 
basis hy —— arguments.

VOL OF MONEY THEORY. 

The other theory rests chiefly on the law 
of supply and demand. Under it the total 
amount of in the world forms the 
standard and measure of prices.

You notice that the Major distinctly rec- 
Ognizes the principle that demonetizing sil- 
ver tended to make money scarce and 
dear and that dear money meant low prices 
and low wages. That dear money means 
hard times and poverty.

INCRBASING DEMAND FOR GOLD. 

The work that was formerly done by sil- 
ver has thereafter to be done by gold, and 
the necessary consequence of this is to in- 
crease the importance of gold, to double 
the number of — who have to have it, 
and in the end double the purchasing power 
of the gold dollar. Now, we insist that in 
harmony with the world’s basic law of 
finance; in harmony with the entire expe- 
risnce of mankind; in harmony with the ex- 

ressed views of the greatest statesmen liv- 
ng or dead, that the demonetization of sil- 
ver doubled the purchasing power of gold, 
so that it took twice as much of the pro- 
ducts of the earth to get a gold dollar and 
pay a debt or pay taxes thereafter; twice 
as much labor as it formerly did. 

The consequence was not only fo do an in- 
justice to the whole debtor world, but inas- 
much as taxes, interest debts and fixed 
charges remained the same, it destroyed the 
purchasing power of the whole producing 
classes, because it took all they could scrape 
together to meet the fixed charges. This 
first destroyed business and necessarily 
forced the manufacturers to shut down, be- 
cause there were no longer purchasers for 
what they made, so that in turn labor stood 
idle, and it was no comfort to tell the la- 
borer that if he had a gold dollar it would 
buy twice as much as it used to. For, if 
there was no purchaser for what he made, 
there was no way to get any kind of a dol- 
lar. Thus there followed naturally univer- 
sal paralysis and distress. 

We insist that according to this same 
law the restoration of silver will tend to 
again raise prices and again restore the 
purchasing power of the farming and pro- 
ducing classes, and with the restoration of 
that purchasing power, when the farmer 
can again spend money at the store, can 
again spend money at the shop, spend 
money at the college, spend money in 


travel, there will come universal aativity. | 


The manufacturer will again find a mar- 
ket for what he makes and labor will be 
employed and the tendency will be to 
revive Universal activity and  prosper- 


ity. 
BOND SALES. 

But, perhaps, the strangest part of Mr. 
Schurz’s speech is that which emphatic- 
ally indorses and commends the bond is- 
suing policy of the present administration. 
I ask you to consider this a moment. Dur- 
ing times of profound peace, in less than 
four years, the national debt of this coun- 
try has been increased $260,000,000; not to 
support the Government, for President 
Cleveland declared expressly that this was 
not needed to support the Government, as 
they had money in the Treasury to meet 
the current expenses. It was done for the 
sole purpose of maintaining the gold stand- 
ard by the Government and of paying gold 
on obligations whieh on their face were 
payable not in gold, but in coin, which 
meant that they could be paid in either 
metal which the debtor, that is, the Gov- 
ernment, might select. This has, been the 
law and the practice for centries and 
the governments of Europe always acted 
upon it. Mr. Schurz suggests no change of 
policy, and he offers no remedy; therefore, 
the existing conditions are to be contin- 
ued, and if it was necessary to issue $260,- 
000,000 of bonds in the last three years, we 
are warranted in assuming that it will be 
necessary to issue a similar amount in the 
next three years and that this will con- 
tinue to go on. 

Do yau think that this is the right policy 
for dur Government to pursue? Every time 
a bend is issued the — orgy of the men 
who toil is increased, The interest on 
these bonds is not produced in the banks 
or in the offices of the cities. It has to 
come out of the industry of the country. 
It has to come from the products of a 
8 and the products of a country are 
created by the men who toil. The men 
who make and cultivate farms, who build 
and operate railroads; the men who build 
cities, the men who do the work of the 
land, ‘the men who make our civilization 
possible. For I say to you that swallow- 
tail coats and big shirt fronts never yet 
laid the foundation of empire; purple and 
fine linen never yet built a mighty State. 
perfumed handkerchiefs and bright neck- 
ties are not the forces that sustain the 
flag of our country in time of peril. The 
people who have to pay the interest on 
these bonds and ultimately have to pay 
the principal, whose sweat and wise toi! 
has to produce the product to do it, derive 


not one farthing’s benefit from these bonds. 
The men who get the benefit of these bond 


i-sues aro the class of people who manage 
by the aid of Government ‘to lick the cream 
and devour the fruit of other men’s indus- 
‘try. Let the American people follow the 
suggestions of Mr. hurz and our country 
will become a bond issuing country in per- 
petuity and the further down the vista of 
time that the American patriot glances the 
darker will be the cloud and the heavier 
will be the burden which his children must 


face. 
NATIONAL HONOR. 

Mr. Schurz and Mr. Cochran wring their 
hands in orror over what they call the 
prospect of sullying the national honor 
and paying our obligations or the interest 
on our obligations in anything else than 
gold, and they point to the fact that in 
1890 Congress eclared practically that 
it was the policy of Government to keep 
everything on a gold basis, that the world 
hed accepted tnis, and for us to disregard 
that declaration would place us in the light 
of repudiators and dishonest men before 
the world. Just see how little substance it 
takes to enable a rhetorician to fill the air 
with ghosts. When was our great debt 
created? 3 before 1890. And what 
kind of money dd we get for the bonds we 
sold? We got paper for some and ld 
and silver for the remainder. Neither Mr. 
Schurz nor any other mortal has been able 
to point out wherein you wrong a creditor 
when you pay him in exactly the same 
money that he gave you. Neither he nor 
eny other mortal has been able to point 

erein you do an injustice to any man when 

u pay a creditor in money that has e#&ctly 
the same purchasing power, that will buy as 
much property of any and every kind 
and as much labor as did the money he gave 
you. I will e with Mr. Schurz that a 
creditor should not be d in money the 

urchasing power of which is much less 
han was that of the money that he gave to 
the debtor, but if it is dishonest to pay a 
creditor in money that is cheaper than the 
money that he gave the debtor, I ask vou and 
ask the American people whether itis not dis. 
honest to compel a debtor to pay a creditor 
in money that has twice the purchasing 

wer as had the money which he got 
rom the creditor? If paying the creditor 
in cheaper money than he gave the debtor 
is repudiation, I &sk whether compelling a 
debtor to pay his debt in money that W 
twice as dear as the money he got is not 
robbery ? 

BONDS PAYABLE IN COIN. 

What are the facts? For both Mr. Schurz 
and Mr. Cochran carefully avoid referring 
to them.

And if this 
policy is to be continued, if this gold stand- 
ard is to be maintained, if we are to go on 
with a constantly increasing population and 
a non-increas'ing volume of money, then 
there must be a further and a continu- 
ous decline in prices over the world, 
and w another . has 
spent its life paying at this national debt 
it will then take nearly twice as much of 
American products to pay the remainder of 
the debt then existing as it will take to-day 
to pay it. Is it any wonder that the gold 
standard ple do not want this subject 
discussed! Is it any wonder that ey 
charge that we are trying to arraign class 
against class when we call attention to 
what are simply the hard facts? The Ameri- 
cam people are the sufferers and the only 
people who profit by this policy are the for- 
eign and the Eastern bondholders and their 
American agents. In one of the bond trans- 
actions under the present administration a 
New York banker and his associates, who 
repsesent English capital, made upwards of 
ten millions of dollars out of the Govern- 
ment in a few weeks, Is it any wonder that 
those men want to continue this policy? Do 
you really think, my fellow-citizens, that a 
policy which lowers the price of all Ameri- 
can bee ygeenne while it increases the Ameri- 
can debt can be said to be a wise American 


policy? 
TWO YARD-STICKS. 

The talk about two yard-sticks of different 
lengths is unworthy of either of these gen- 
tlemen. Everybody who has examined the 
subject knows that under bimetallism there 
are no two standards; that under bimetal- 
ism the sum total of the two metals taken 
together and considered practically as one 
constitute the standard and the measure 
of prices. When you take the sum total 
of the two metals it makes one standard the 
same as if melted into one. The fact that 
they are coined separately makes no differ- 
ence so long as each performs the same 
functions. If the sum total of the two 
metals forming the standard and used as 
money is twice as great as the amount of 
either metal would be alone then under 
bimetalism prices would range twice as 
high as they were under the single standard. 

STEADINESS OF STANDARD. 

Mr. Schurz claims that the gold standard 
is a steady standard and therefore desir- 
able for the commercial transactions of the 
world. Other gold standard advocates have 
made the same declaration. It is impossible 
to understand why they have done so, for all 
‘the world’s experience is to the contrary. 
England is a gold standard country. The 
Bank of England rests on a gold standard. 
France is a bimetallic country. While it 
has coined no silver since 1873, the Bank of 
France rests on the bimetallic basis. Dur- 
ing the ten years from 1875 to 1884 inclusive 
the Bank of England was obliged to change 
the rate of discount sixty-six times; the 
Bank of France only thirteen times; in 
other words, during those ten years the 
bimetallic standard was five times as steady 
as the gold standard. And during the seven 
years from 1885 to 1891 imclusive the Bank 
of England was forced to change the rate 
of discount fifty-nine times, the Bank of 
France only six times. When one metal 
alone is the standard it is affected not only 
— the change in production but by reason 
of its limited quantity is subject to man- 
ipulation; whereas when the standard is 
supplied from two sources there is greater 
steadiness in the supply, and the volume 
being so much greater it is more difficult 
to manipulate. 

COCKRAN ON WAGES. 

Mr. Cockran gave us the benefit of his 
views on political economy in this language: 
Wa es depend on production, and nothing 
else.“ Again he says: “Wages depend abso- 
lutely on production.“ If this is correct, and 
8 further is needed than to produce, 
then all that is necessary is for the mills to 
start up and go to producing, and the more 
they produce the higher the wages they can 
pay, and everybody will be happy. If there 
are any manufacturers in the house, I ask 
you how this would strike you? Has Mr. 
Cockran covered the case? Is there not 
something wanting? Has he not left out the 
most essential element, and that is, the mar- 
ket? No manufacturer can run his mills un- 
less he has a market for the things which 
his employes make, and it is strange that 
all of the gold-standard orators of the coun- 
try persistently shut their eyes to the fact 
that until we restore the market there is 
no use of opening the mills. Wages depend 
on the prices paid for the things that are 
manufactured. The manufacturer cannot 
run his mills and pay high wages and ac- 
cept low prices for his products. Labor 
creates property, and the price of that prop- 
erty must necessarily fix the scale of wages. 
OPENING MILLS. 

Maj. McKinley recently told some gentle- 
men that he thought it was more Important 
to this country that we should open the 
mills to the laborer than to open the mints 
to the mine owners. This is an artful 
Statement, calculated to deceive. Suppose 
he is taken at his word, and every mill 
owner in America opens up his milis,- how 
long will they run; and if they are obliged to 
shut down, why will they be? Because there 
is no market for the things they make, 
and I say to Maj. McKinley that the only 
key that will open the mills and keep them 
open is an increase in the volume of money 
in this country. Let prices gradually come 
up to the bimetallic standard and you will 
restore the purchasing power to the 
country. The farmer will again be 
able to buy, the railroad will be busy, 
and every business will increase. with the 
bag te prosperity. The manufacturer will 

busy, and the bankers ang merchants 
will again be doing pusiness. What is the 
only way in which the mills can again be 
permanently opened. 
LABOR PAID IN GOLD. 

I recently heard a gold standard man 
make this argument to laborers: “Why 

ou earn your bread by the sweat of your 

row; you begin toiling early in the morn- 
ing and you work until night and when 
night comes you want to be paid in gold, 
You want a dear dollar. You want a dol. 
lar of the greatest purchasing power to 
buy yor ar much of the comforts of life 
as is possible.” A very seductive argument. 
It looks plausible on its face, but like al 
the arguments offered on this gold subject 
it is fuiiacious, calculated to

CHINA AND INDIA. 

China and India have lately been held 
up to us as horrible examples of the con- 
dition that we will reach if we coin both 
gold and silver. I have pointed out to you 
the effects that a reduced volume of money 
has upon the prosperity of a country, that, 
as the volume grows smaller and smaller 
the people sink lower and lower. In China 
the amount of money in circulation is about 
$2.50 per capita, in India~about $3 per capita, 
and while many things in both countries 
and in other countries that have but little 
money in circulation have contributed to 
the present unhappy condition of tne people 
the most potent of all causes has been the 
inadequate circulation of money, and if this 
gold standard is to be maintained for the 
world, if, as I have said, our population is to 
go on increasing at enormous rates all over 
the world and the volume of money does 
not increase, the tendency of our country 
will be directly toward the same conditions 
that exist in China and India. 

LOCAL CREDITOR. 

But, says sumeone, if you add silver to 
the volume of money, will you not be injur- 
ing our own local creditors who have money 
loaned out? I say no, emphatically no. No 
creditor, be he banker or private individual, 
can possibly benefit by having universal 
bankruptcy all around him. Every cred.- 
tor, be he banker or merchant or private 
individual, does profit by having general 
activity all around. It opens new cnannels 
for his capital, it creates a demand for his 
money and he profits by general prosperity. 
There is just that difference between falling 
and rising prices. Falling prices not only 
injure the debtor, but if long continued 
they in the end destroy the creditor and by 
producing general prosperity increase the 
prosperity of the creditor. 

MASSES AGAINST CLASSES. 

In all ages and in all countries the men 
who are in the wrong deprecated discus- 
sion. In no country have dishonest poli- 
cies sought the sun, and no organization

It came into the world with 
a stealthy tread, and is seeking to main- 
tain itself by still more stealthy and dark 
d Every man who does not at once 
concede to it the sole right of traveling 
upon the highway is assailed with a fierce- 
ness that is calculated to frighten the 
timid and all others who are in any way 
dependent. The gold standard people find 
that the facts are against them. They 
are obliged to resort to deception and 


ting an end to this policy; therefore, they 
deprecate discussion. Unwilling to confess 
the truth, they talk about rousing the 
masses, ete. The fight is as old as human 
greed; as old as human selfishness For 
twenty years prior to 1861 the slave power 
deprecated discussion, even in the North, 
where there were no slaves, and they put 
their objection on the ground that it rrej- 
udiced the masses against the classes. 
There never yet was a great wrong or a 
great abuse but what objected to investi- 
gation and discussion. rior to 1861 the 
slave-holders were assisted by the hanging- 
on class, that aggregation of human be- 
ings who are born to be obsequious, and 
to-day the gold standard people are again 
supported by the hanging-on class. 
AMERICAN DEGENERATION. 

It is a sad sight to see this grand century 
draw to a close and give such unmistakable 
evidence of degeneration of American man- 
hood as we have recently seen. In 1776 less 
than three million men who were poor and 
even despised by the world declared that 
they were not only free but that they were 
independent of every other nation on the 
globe. In 1 when we have’seventy mil- 
lions of people and are admittedly the rich. 
est and most powerful nation on the globe,

nificance in view of the fact that for years 
it has been stated in the cycling press that 
the bicycle was to supersede the horse. 
This statement is mow rapidly becoming an 
accomplished fact. 

A remarkable feature about. the Copen- 
hagen racing was the number of protests 
made and upheld. This was not confined to 
any class or any nationality, but was com- 
mon alike in the professional and amateur 
events. 
man Petersen and Guillaumet were dis- 
qualified, but it makes one consider what 
would happen were disqualification to follow 
every piece of careless or unlawful riding 
on American tracks. 


"Tis comical to see the way in which the 
trainers jolly along their own business. 
Whenever a new man that is a complete 
novice strikes the track the trainers al! 
shoot the bull con“ into him. He goes out 
on the track and does a lap. They all hold 
watches and he nearly breaks them his 
time is so fast (nit). They jolly him into 
thinking that he is a comer by telling 
him how fast he rode, what a fine position 
he has, how elegantly proportioned he is 
for riding, etc. Dave Coburn, Al Anschutz, 
Ed Humphreys and Billy Backner would 
make a paralytic think that he could out- 
sprint Sanger with a week's training. 

In the two-mile handicap at Alton Dute 
Cabanne was pulled up to the bunch by 
Willie Coburn. Then Wüllte went ahead and 
shook him. Much to the surprise of every- 
body Cabanne fell back and it looked as if 
the limit men had again shaken him. At 
the mile and a quarter Dute again drew up 
and finally finished third. Many people did 
not know what had happened to him. The 
fact Was that two balis broke in his érank 
shaft and seriously impéded his riding. un- 
til he ground them into dust by continuous 
revolutions. That was riding. 


While all the fast pros were training at 
Louisville last spring the trainers were ata 
loss to invent some way to keep them out 
of mischief during loafing hours. Eventu- 
ally Asa Windle hit upon the idea of send- 
ing ‘them gunning and hunting. Willie 
Coburn got him a gun and went out hunt- 
ing. He was absent all day and came back 
minus 300 rounds of ammunition and plus no 
game. The success of the speed merchants 
with the gun was so poor that thereafter 
they called it shooting instead of hunting. 


Tis funny to watch some of these ducks 
that lay around the tracks,’’ says Billy 
Herrick. Now, take a dub rubber, for in- 
stance. He lays around a up a dollar 
or a quarter whenever he can get it. Di- 
rectly he gets hold of a novice and lo! he 
becomes a ‘trainer.’ His man wins the 
novice and he forthwith promotes himself 
to manager. When his man wins the open 
race he immediately writes to the factory 
demanding that the tires of the machine be 
changed. That usually results in his get- 
ting fired and the next day he is a rubber 
again. And so the game goes on.” 


The Diakoff who raced at Copenhagen was 
not the Diakoff who won the five and twen- 
ty-five-mile English championships. All 
the fire, the dash and irresistible power 
which marked his finishers in England were 
quite absent, and the marvel was that such 
a great rider as he undoubtedly is could 
2 in such a brief interval into an 

mary hack. Traveling continuously for 
four days and nights immediately prior to 
mounting is not the correct thing, but as 
as he was riding when in England he could 
have given all that away to the best man in 
the amateur ranks at Copenhagen and still 
have won, 


When Costello, Canfield and Clark Me- 
Adams fell in the mile open at Alton the 
former righted himseif, remounted and fol- 
lowed the bunch, then 200 yards away. He 
made a great sprint and caught them at the 
head of the stretch, but could not hold his 
sprint for three-quarters of a mile, and 
had to quit. When he returned to his train- 
ing quarters it was ascertained that in his 
fall he had untrued his rear wheel until 
the casing rubbed against the rear forks 
so that it was almost worn out. Tom Ait- 
ken could not turn the wheel by grasping 
the pedal and pulli on it with all his 
might. Yet Costello rode 4 sprint of a third 
on it! 

Stocks is about to apply for member- 
ship in the Thirteen Club. At Copenhagen 
his number in the 100-kilometer race was 13, 
and he had all the luck commonly con- 
nected with that fatalistic combination, 
Tires punctured and chains snapped until 
for five miles he was left with only a trip- 
lett to take him along. The energies of his 
attendants were so closely directed to 
patching up machines that his feeding ar- 
rangements went to pieces, and of course he 
followed suit. Again and again he had to 
go after Chase alone, and the brilliant man- 
ner in which he repeatedly regained lost 
ground showed that but for his 
ill luck the race between the pair wou 
have been great.

. CHAMPIONSHIPS. 


COPENHAGEN RACES STIRRED UP 
TROUBLE IN THE UNITED 
STATES AND ENGLAND. 


Those “world’s champlonship” bicycle 
races recently run off in Copenhagen under 
the auspices of the International Cyclists’ 
Association have stirred up a great deal of 
adverse criticismg not only in this country, 
but in England and elsewhere abroad. To 
talk of world’s championships without 
American riders in the competition is carry- 
ing the joke to rather a eidiculous limit. 
England says the same, because of the ab- 


of English amateurs, and the 
„world's championships” settled at Copen- 
hagen, therefore, are not world’s champion- 
ships at all, and very far from it. It is 
not improbable that America will pull away 
from the International Cyclists’ Union, be- 
cause of the miserable treatment accorded 
to Banker last year and the refusal of the 
association to do anything this year by 
way of making amends. 

Here ig what the English riders think of 
the matter as it is expressed by one of the 
most important of the London cycling pa- 
pers: 

There is scarcely justification for assert- 
ing that the championships of the associa- 
tion dre “world’s champlonships.“ It may 
be said that they are open to the world, 
but we believe that they are open only to 
as much of the world as cares to subscribe 
to the funds of the association, and are 
therefore not championships of the world 
as true a sense as are the National Cy- 
clists’ Union championships, which are open 
to every man who can satisfy the union of 
his bona fides, no matter what complexion 
the sun may have stamped upon him. 

Apart from this, it seems rather a large 
order: to talk of world's championships 
where England and America were unrep- 
resented—we are dealing, of course, with 
the amateur branch, so far as England is 
concerned. We might also expec? that in 
contests of the kind—if the association be 
the unqualified success it is claimed to be 
—countries like Italy and Switzerland 
might fairly be heard from. South Afr.ca, 
too, and Australia and Canada, one would 
suppose, should be making a show when 
world’s championships are on the tapis. 
Denmark probably as convenient a 
venue for all parties as could possibly be 
selected—much more so than Scotland, for 
instance—and when we find so many coun- 
ties conspicuous for their absence, we feel 
strengtheneed in the opinion we held from 
the first, that the world is still too big to 
admit of any such movement being a suc- 
cess, 

We know tha» there is a strong party in 
the N. C. U. whose ideas on the question of 
England’s connection with the association 
are, at all events, not widely enthusiastic, 
and we think that that same party require 
litle enough in the way of encouragement 
to instiiute a strong agitation against En- 
giand’s further support of the I. C. A. One

The plans were drawn by Architect M. 
P. McArdle, After a great deal of consul- 
tatibn on the part of Mr. McArdle and 
Mr. Tuckerman, the old Mexican mission 
style of architecture was adopted as best 
suited to the character of the structure. 

The walls will be of concrete in a mono- 
lithic mass. The exterior will be plastered 
with cement and toned in color to a warm 
ivory, the true adobe color. The walls 
will be capped with deep red tile, as will 
also the hood over the entrance. The broad 
projection over the roof will be supported 
by the ends of rafters heavily moulded and 
stained to a deep toned reddish brown. 

As shown in the picture, the belfry will be 
open with the bell hung in the arch. The 
cross, which will be visible from a great 
distance on Sixth street, will be so ar- 
ranged that on special occasions it may be 
illuminated with gas. 

The building will be absolutely honest in 
construction. There will no stain in 
any part. All the floors will be of mill“ 
construction, the beams all visible.

REMARKABLE CASE OF LITTLE 
MAMIE FUGNER. 


NEITHER WALKS NOR TALKS. 


A 14-Year-Old Girl With Calcareous 
Bones and the Body of 
an Infant. 


The case of Mamie Fugner, 14 years old, 
who has never uttered a word in her life, 
is one of the saddest to be found among the 
1,200 inmates of the St. Louis Poorhouse. 

Mamie was born a pauper, and has never 
spent a day outside of the Poorhouse walls. 
Her mother was an inmate and died, a 
few weeks after Mamie Was ushered into 
the world. As a young baby there was 
nothing remarkable about her, but after 


she was a year old it was noticed that she 
Was not like other babes. She had grown 
but Uttle, and there was no apparent de- 
velopment of the brain. 

Her eyes did not light up with the glad 
look peculiar to babyhood, nor did she 
coo with pleasure when the nurse came to 
her bedside to minister to her wants. The 
babe simply lay on her little cot apparent- 
ly oblivious to the surroundings. The only 
noise she made was a faint cry as of pain. 

After she was two years old Mamie was 
afflicted with epileptic fits, These were of 
short duration at first and not violent. For 
the first few years they came only once 
in 28 three or four months. Now they 
attack her at intervals of every few weeks 
and the contortions of her poor, wasted 
body and her tmar@iculate cries of pain are 
piteous in the extreme.

Victor Herbert is not a Frenchman, a 
— a Prussian nor a Pole, but, like 

more, @.sure-enough, warm-hearted, jov- 
fal Irishman, who speaks German to the 
Germans, French to Frenchmen, Italian to 
the Italians. Once in a while one can catch 
the delicate brogue, just a suggestion of it, 
In. conversation with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter in his room at the Planters’ he said:

What is so impres- 
sive as the age-stained frescoes of the 
old, old painters? And yet, while I love so 
well and venerate the greatness of the dis- 
tant past, I am a modern being, acting 
and moving among the modern of moderns, 
impelled by modern forces, striving to 
attain to modern consequence and take 
my place in the niche that the age that

ecry the mighty present, nor can I rn 

altogether from the majesty of the t!

“The worla stands aghast to-day over the 
revelations of yesterday. Inventions and 
discovery thrust aside art. Moderns are in 
a frenzy over discoveries and vaingloriously 
threaten to link our earth with Mars. The 
incients had no such excitements and art 
flourished with them. I do not deprecate 
liscovery and invention; far from it. But

(Moderns keep pace in all the arts with other

But are not advancements in art now 
as marked as ever in the past?’ 

“Possibly, in some ways. Evolution goes 
on, certainly.

ST. LOUIS, AGAIN DISAPPEARS. 


A WANDERER ON THE EARTH. 


Arrested for the Murder of His Wife in 
Kansas City, He Cannot Shake 
Off the Trail of Blood. 


The closing years of old Diedrich Kens- 
mann’s life have been full of darkness and 
mystery. Like the Wandering Jew, he has 
traveled on from place to place, disap- 
pearing and reappearing, cold, cruel, sul- 
Men, silent—a man to watch and fear. 

And in all this strange career of his, 
there has been a trail of blood—the shadow 
of a black crime hanging over him like 
the outspread wings of an avenging angel. 

Sometimes there has been a touch of 
romance, but the taint of sin and mys- 
tery has been upon it. A strange man, he 
has led a strange life, and now once 
again he pops into print with another mys- 
terious disappearance from Chicago. 


People in Carondelet well remember this 
fierce-eyed, sullen man, for he lived among 
them a little while only; he dropped out of 
sight at the first breath of notoriety. 

Diedrich Kensmann first came to Caronde- 
let just before the Christmas of 1894. One 
— afternoon along toward sundown, a 
short, thickset man, perhaps 55 years old, 
appeared on Minnesota avenue, near Stein 
street. He strode up and down in front 
of the pretty little cottages along there in 
an undecided way until the people there- 
abouts, so staid and quiet themselves, won- 
dered. what it was the stranger wanted. : 

Finally he disappeared, and those who 
had watched closely in their curiosity saw 
that he entered the yard at 7515 Minnesota 
avenue. He did not come out again, and 
the neighbors wondered all the more. 

This new comer was Diedrich Kensmann.

JERRY HOLLAND DEAD IN LAW. 


After a Nine Years’ Absence His Es- 
tate Is Administered On. 


Nine years ago, Jerry Holland, a river- 
man, left St. Louis, telling his friends that 
he would return in a few months. 

Yesterday letters of administration were 
granted on his estate. He never came back. 

The application for the appointment of an 


administrator was made by Mrs. Mary 
Foley of 1704 North Ninth street, through 
Lawyer Isaac H. Orr. 

Mrs, Foley had known Jerry Holland for 
twenty years prior to his disappearance. 
She formerly lived in New Orleans and met 
Holland there sho y after the close of the 
war. He had been ‘discharged from the 
army and was looking for work. He found 
employment on the river. He made many 
trips to St. Louis and was warm in his 
praises to Mrs. Foley and her husband of 
the thriving river town. Finally Mr. and 
Mrs. Foley moved to St. Louis. Holland 
boarded with them. Among their other 
boarders was Martin McMerney, now em- 

loyed at Monahan's livery stable on North 

inth street. 

Holland was thrifty and unmarried, and 
saved considerable money, which he placed 
in bank. In August, 1887, he told Mrs. Foley 
he was going on a longer trip than usu- 
al, but expected to return in the spring of 
= 9 ai aad the ice had broken up in the 

Before he went he gave Mrs. Foley a cer- 
tificate of deposit for ‘ * 

After six months had elapsed without Hol- 
land coming back, Mrs. Foley took the cer- 
tificate to the bank to have the interest 
credited to Holland. Every six months she 
did the same, the interest being compounded 
every six months. 

After a time Mrs. Foley’s husband died, 
and times were pretty hard with her, even 
though she had a certificate of deposit call- 
ing for $325 on its face, exclusive of interest. 
Holland, too, when he left St. Louis, forgot 
to settle a little account he owed Mrs. Foley. 

The other day Mrs. Foley went to see 
Lawyer Orr about the matter, and on his ad- 
vice made application for the appointment 
of an administrator. 

She and McMerney swore to the affidavit 
in the application. It stated that Holland 
had never been heard from since his depar- 
ture from St. Louis, and that he had no 
known relatives or friends in St. Louis save 
McMerney and Mrs. Foley.

FROM DEBTORS 


MRS. ODELIA PIEPER ON HER 
HUSBAND’S TRAIL. 


SAYS SHE IS ONE OF FIVE. 


A Woman From Utah Applies to the 
Police to Find Her Polyg- 
amous Spouse. 


Mrs. Odelia Pieper is hot on the trail of 
her husband. She says John Davis Pieper 
is not only a bigamist, but a polygamist of 
most confirmed and multitudinous proclivi- 
ties. ; 

Mrs. Pieper has been in St. Louis a little 
over a week and her husband has been gone 
a little longer than that. But that did not 
prevent her from calling at police head- 
quarters and asking the officials to cause 
his arrest on a charge of bigamy. 

She says there has been a chase from the 
Wasatch Mountains to the Mississippi; that 
a husband has been avoiding one of his 
many wives and in doing so has left a trail 
of tears behind him. 

Mrs. Odelia Pieper arrived in St. Louis 
last Wednesday and has boven living at 4919 


Delmar avenue with a friend, whom she 
met at a choral festival. in Salt Lake City. 

Mrs. Pieper said she was convinced that 
Eee wen the fifth living wife of her hus- 


band. 

In April of 1895,” said she, “I met J. D. 
Pieper at Sacramento, Cal. He was stop- 
ping at the hotel where I had taken winter 
quarters, and we got well acquainted. I was 
alone, a widow without children, my hus- 
band having died in Lansing, Mich., four 
months after we were married. 

“Mr. Pieper showed me that he was 
worth several thousand dollars in Utah 
property and he made love to me, and we 
were married May 16, 1895, by Rev. W. P. 
Orrick of the Jose Presbyterian Church at 
Sacramento. 

“The wedding was secret, so secret, in 
fact, that the driver of our carriage had to 
act as a witness to the ceremony. 

W'•e remained in Sacramento about a week 
and then went to San Francisco, where we 
lived for two months. My husband had no 
business, but he had plenty of money and 
we lived nicely in a hotel there 
; “One day he told me he hed to make a 
flying trip’ to Salt Lake City, Utah, on im- 
portant business, and would be back in 
three days. I waited seven days and he did 
not come, and I did not hear from him. 
Then I packed my trunk and ‘took the train 
eee 3 City. 

“When arrived there I stopped at the 
Cullen House, and when I gave my card to 
the clerk to register he said he believed my 
husband was living there, and he would 
send him up to me. 

“TI waited in my room two hours and then 
went down to the office to see what had be- 
come of Mr. Pieper. 

The room clerk told me that Mr. Pieper 
had given up his room an hour before and 
had left with his baggage. I looked about 
the cit nd found him at the Hotel, Knuts- 
ford. saw nim, but he saw me, and got

Ackerman was removed as janitor of the 
Lincoln School last July through the ef- 
forts of Penney: The latter then secured the 
appointment by the School Board Building 
Gommittee of John F. McDermott as Ack- 
erman’s successor. 

Penney had some trouble convince the 
other members of the committee that the 
change should be made.

But both are wrong. There are ugly, ex- 
plosive people in this world upon whom 
both clubs and kindness are wasted. An 
English physician of note has discovered a 
cure for such. He has made a careful 
svidy of the whole matter, and is confident 
that he can help on the millennium a peg. 
or two by doing away with a large percént- 
age of the bad dispdsitions which afflict 
society. The name of this learned doctor is 
Dr. Lander Brunton, and he is renowned n 
the medical world for other things than 
curing shrewish tempers, 

All exhibitions of temper, whether they 
be voluntary or involuntary, are, Dr. Brun- 
on contends, the outgrowth of certain phys- 

conditions, and are amenable to medical 
treatment. Among other proofs he points 
to the fact that choler is the almost inevit- 
able concomitant of gout and heart disease, 


fit does not stand to reason that similar 


traits of disposition should not accompany 
other ailments and be handed down to one’s 
descendants, in the same manner that gout 
and heart infirmity are handed down. 

Dr. Brunton calls notice to the fact, which 
those who hate had to do with ill-natured 
folk know well, that ‘‘explosions of temper, 
which occur on very slight provocation, 
are really due to a condition produced by 
an accumulation of small irritations, which 
have worked the patient up into a violent 
state of excitement which vents itself in 
an explosion quite out of proprotion to its 
apparent cause. tinuous physical dis- 
comfort also has the same effect. 

„But even without obvious discomfort 
the accumulation of abnormal substances, 
such as uric acid, may also produce irrita-, 
bility of temper. " 

“At any rate, in case of gout, twenty 
grains of bicarbonate af potash, with ten 
or twenty of bromide of potassium, taken 
when the feeling of irritability comes on,

The Sting Ray and the Sea Lizard Are 
* Queer Customers. 


The sting ray, a member of the skate fam- 
ily, is a dangerous inhabitant of Florida 
waters. The largest specimens of the kind, 


weighing from 400 to 500 pounds, live at 
great depths, and are seldom found in 
shore, but rays from thirty to forty pounds 
are often encountered near the land, and 
natives consider them to be fully as dan- 
gerous as the octopus or the much-dreaded 
blue shark. 

The fish is a large, broad, flat-bellied 
creature, with eyes of a golden tint, a 
sharp, spear-like appendage at the end of 
the back and‘a long, slender tail that re- 
minds one much of a blacksnake whip. 
This whip tail serves as a lariat with which 
an enemy may first be lassoed, and then 
the barbed spine finishes the work by 
lacerating. the victim’ in a frightful man- 
ner.

QUEER MAMMAIS WHICH USE 
VARIOUS SUBSTITUTES FOR 
WINGS IN GETTING ABOUT. 


The men who are endeavoring to solve 
the great problem of learning to fly should 
not fix their attention too exclusively upon 
birds. It has long been à fundamental 
principle with them that if you want to fly 
you must must study the bird. 

There are many animals that can fly, but 


do not belong to the bird family. They are 
indeed not such experts as the feathered 
ones, but their efforts must be cons:dered 
very remarkable and worthy of imitation 
by man, who cannot fly at all. 

What is peculiarly noteworthy and is not 
generally understood ts that these animals 
manage to fly without wings. This proves 
that the bird does not possess the only 
organs of flight. - 

Many mammals, members of the same 
order of creation as man, possess the power 
of flying without wings, Among them are 
not included the bats, which really pos- 
sess wings. 

A very curious and pretty species of flying 
animal bears the scientific name of galeo- 

itheca. They are also called the flying 
emurs, and come between the true lemurs 
and the bats in the geological order. A 
loose flap of skin extends ng each mde 
from the toes of the fore paws to those of 
their hind paws and thence to the tail. 

When they fly they stretch out their 
limbs and form a sort of parachute. They 
are extremely sportive, and delight to dis- 
play their powers. They cling to the tops 
of high trees and then jump off into space, 
flying hundreds of feet. They can easily 
pass from tree to tree and cross rivers and 
valleys. They do not fly in the strictest 
Sense of the word, for they do not rise in 
the air, but they manage very well.. They 
move in an almost horizontal line. They 
are nocturnal animals, and only fly by 
night. It is a treat to see them.

Are the duties of ciergymen’s wives very 
@issimilar from those of all married women? 
Is not the first and most important work 
for all wives a faithful discharge of such 
home duties as should make home next to 
the very gate of heaven? If this work is 
kept constantly in mind—as the first duty— 
then a minister’s wife may, with a clear 
conscience, use the few spare moments of 
each day in such work in her husband's 
church, and elsewhere if needed, as may 
bring all those over whom she has influence 
into closer union with each other, and pro- 
mote and encourage active labor in every 


good work. 

But I think few realize how much the 
bome labors of a minister's wife can 
“strengthen his hands and encourage his 
Beart. No man needs so much the help 
his wife can give him at home as the clergy-

to give much time and labor to outside work 
mot absolutely connected with his own 
church. People don’t reflect that under such 
circumstances he needs more of his wife's 
help than other professional men. 

If the wife is expected to take an active 
part or lead in parish work and in ail the 
charitable and benevolent associations that 
are connected with the church, what me 
can she have for such home service as can 
eaye ter hudband from constant interrup- 
tion? Who but the wife can be ever ready 
to relleve him from the numerous and often 
fmportant calls, and frequently be able to 
give such answers to these calls as will be 
patisfactory without any interruption to her 
husband? o but the wife can take charge 
of Zhe numerous letters brought by the daily 
mails and answer most of them, without his 
studies or labors being disturbed by them? 

The help and relief that a clergyman's 
wife can give her husband, in these and 
Many other ways, will enable him to do 
tenfold more good in his parish than she 
could possibly do if she presided over every 
missionary or charitable society connected 
with the church. 

There are always many good capable wom- 
en in every church even better fitted to take 
charge of all such socie les than their pas- 
tor’s wife is.

Many a well meaning but ignorant mother 
who sees her young baby struggling with 
unsanitary conditions, inherited tendencies 
to disease and the results of improper man-

Mothers, hundreds of 
them, do not know how to raise their own 


babies, Maternal instinct is but a primitive 
affair, after all, and it does not supply in- 
formation as to rr and oth- 
erwise caring for a child. 

For the benefit of these many mothers 
who lack pretty much everything but good 
intentions, Mrs. C. McEvoy, matron of the 
Nurse and Chila’s Hospital, New York, 
certainly an excellent authority, has given 
the best up-to-date principles of baby ralts- 
ing, which she sees successfully applied and 
carried out in the case of hundreds of 
babies every year. ' 

The rules to be followed, according to 
Mrs. McEvoy, are comparatively few, while 
the pitfalls to be avoided are many. There 
are traditional blunders, which the mother 
religiously performs. and careless blunders, 
for which baby also has to suffer, and mis- 
takes of judgment which she makes every 
day of her life.

TRANSATLANTIC TRAVEL.

His is a submarine boat, and while that 
fact is likely to deter nervous passengers, 


me declares his scheme, a description of 
‘which is given in the New York Journal, is 


feasible. The inventor is Mr. Apostoloff, a 


— electrical engineer, residing in Lon- 
on. 

Hitherto all experimenters with sub- 
marine boats have adopted the screw prin- 
ciple, and the craft which they have de- 
signed were, in respect of locomotion, no 
different from the ordinary tug to be seen 
on the North River. All uniformly adopied 
the stern, screw, which has not been im- 
proved in any important particular since it 
was designed by Ericsson. 

Placed on a submarine boat, however, the 
stern screw developed weaknesses which 
were not manifest when it was applied to 
the ordinary craft that float on the sur- 
face. In a submarine boat the entire surface 
of the structure offers friction and re- 
sistance to the Water, whereas in a floa® 
ing boat only the submerged parts offer 
such resistance, 

A submarine boat of 100 tons displace- 
more than three times 
the frictional surface of a boat of similar 
capacity floating in the ordinary manner. 
At the same time, when the stern screw is 
2 there is no corresponding increase 

r. Apostoloff has met this difficulty by 
entirely dispensing with the stern screw. 
He has made his boat the screw itself. 

He has adopted the principle of the bor- 
ing worm. The boat which he has de- 
signed worms its way through the water 
as truly as the ship’s worm works from 
end to end of a plank by turning its body 
into a boring apparatus. . 

There is no stern screw in the submarine 
boat which Mr. Apostoloff has designed. 
In its place there only appears a uge 
rudder, capable of raising or lowering the 
boat in the water, and of deflecting it 
from side to side as the steersman may 


sh. 

About two-thirds of the outside surface 
of the boat revolves around a shaft which 
runs from end to end of the craft. To this 
outside surface a screw flange is fastened. 

Thus, from the bow to a point consid- 
erably aft of amidships, the exposed sur- 
face of the boat acts as a huge propellin 
screw. The entire boat works forwar 
or backward, with hardly any waste of 
power, as truly as if it were working in 
a groove specially cut to fit. 

At the point where the revolving surface 
of the boat terminates the fixed portions of 
its. 8388 The revolving parts 
of the t constitute more than one-half 
of its exposed surface. 

But it is only the outside shell that re- 
volves. Inside this shell is the real body 
structure of the boat, and that remains 
— 4 anging on its shaft in a permanent 

tion. 

The machinery which turns the forward 
part of the boat is stationed aft, but the 
whole inside of the structure is open to the

BY DR. RAVOLD. 


Long before the May tornado wrecked it 
the old City Hospital was a disgrace to St. 
Louis. 


Its heavy, lumbering walls, that seemed 
constantly on the point of collapse, ap- 
peared to be, if, indeed, they were not, a 
stamding menace to the life of physician, 
patient end attendand alike. 

The unfortunate inmates had little to 
cheer them. Day by day they looked out 
and saw only the dull, dead housetops 
across the street, and heard only the inces- 
sand clang of the gong and the electric hum 
of the street car. 

Its sanitary condition was bad in the ex- 
treme, and the proximity of the different 
wards and divisions rendered its useful- 
ness as a life-saver doubtful, 

A man who went there with a broken 
ankle was liable to depart wih a case of 
malarial fever, and a child, after being 
cured of the measles, might go abroad in 
the world to scatter the germs of d_phtheria. 

On an average, two or three patients a 
year dropped from second, third or fourth- 
140 Windows while delirious and were
